DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 8-1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Claims 8-13 are method claims and as such should 
be set forth in active methods steps to perform the desired operation. As instantly set 
forth, the claims are narrative in form and fail to clearly set forth method steps. Further 
in claim 8, line 6, the limitation "before cutting and forming operation" is awkward and 
appears to be missing "the" before "cutting". 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to 
the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 197 
24 037. DE '037 teaches the claimed invention including top and bottom dies 2.1/2.2, 
a hollow profile 4 with a flange 9 thereon, a cutting device at 10 with a cutting edge at 
12/13, the cutting device is movable transversely to the hollow profile (seen at 11 in Fig. 
2), and a shaping die wall on the side of the cutting device at 14 (Fig. 2). The die 
surface 7 is considered to be the positioning device as broadly set forth in that it 
positions the workpiece with respect to the cutting device before cutting and deforming 
takes place. 
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3. Claims 4-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 9-13 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
